“We must try to erase the question 
mark that haunts the mothers and 
fathers, the wives and children of the

presidential commission. 
“We must do this so America can 
put the Vietnam War behind her,” she 
told UPI. 
The five commissioners were being 
briefed at the Defense Department’s 
morgue complex, which is monitoring 
the hunt for the missing and handling 
the remains of those who do not come 
back alive.

President Leonard Woodcock of the 


United Auto Workers, said they hoped 
Hanoi would hand over the remains of 
at least 12 missing Americans and- 
begin explaining what happened to m- 
any of the others.

The lawmakers are threefourths of 
the way through this 100th legislative 
session as they return today for their 
46th session day. 
Fair said he believes not only is the 
highway maintenance program 
dead 
as a result of its defeat Friday in the 
House, 
but 
so 
is 
the 
“second- 
second-generation control bill” sought by 
Gov. Otis R. Bowen to ease some of 
the pinches that developed for local 
government because of inflation and 
the 1973 property tax freeze. 
“That didn’t even get as far as 
highway 
financing,” 
Fair 
s a i d , 
referring to the fact the 1973 property 
tax relief changes still are in the 
House Ways and Means Committee. 
“ If they can’t get it out of a House 
committee, I don’t see any hope for 
it.” 
The 
House 
is 
controlled 
by 
Bowen's 
Republican 
Party, 
52-48, 
while the Senate is Democratic, 28-22. 


“ I did expect some change in gas 
tax for highway funding, but I never 
really expected the second-generation 
control changes to pass,” Fair said 
House Ways and Means Committee 
Chairman William Ixing, R-I^afayette, 
said he still has hopes of getting these 
property tax changes approved by his 
committee, but conceded that, at this 
late date, it might be necessary to 
strip a Senatepassed bill, because of a 
rule that consideration of House bills - 
ended with last Friday’s session 
The headline action of that Friday 
session included the defeat, 29-69, of a 
plan to provide $123 million for local 
and 
state 
street 
and 
h i g h w a y 
maintenance with a 2-cent gasoline tax 


hike and some other automotive fee 
increases. 
Burrous 
said,

don't,” when asked if he saw any 
chance

this session. 


A House bill to hike the cigarette tax 
4L cents a pack did pass, as a way of 
helping finance police and firemen’s 
pensions. This plan is estimated to 
produce about $32 million a biennium, 
which would be a lift on the pension 
burden for Hoosier cities. The Senate 
passed a somewhat differing bill. 


“ I have hopes we will work out 
those differences,” Fair said He said 
that, since the House bill does not 
contain a formula for distribution of 
the cigarette tax money, this must be 
worked out in the Senate. 


Fair approved an out-of-town (rip 
for members of the Senate Benevolent 
and Penal Institutions Committee to 
the Norman Beatty Memorial Hospital 
at Westville Tuesday. It is the first 
such trip for a legislative standing 
committee this session, but Fair said 
he felt it would help the members 
study a bill to create the Westville

The explorations were m ade 
by 76 archeologists who ex am ­ 
ined over 300 sites on the 800 
mile pipeline route.

Artificial Insemination—When? 


After much effort to become 
parents, we have finally ac­ 
cepted the doctor’s statement 
that this is virtually impossible. 
It seem s that my husband’s 
sperm count is low and cannot 
be reactivated. We are con­ 
sidering artificial insemination. 
We 
respect 
your 
judgment. 
What advice can you give us? — 
Mr. & Mrs. M.D.B., Ind. 
Dear Mr. & Mrs. B.: 
Many readers frequently 
write to me and express their 
m ost intim ate problem s. I 
believe the major reason for 
this is that they can express 
their inner emotions and at the 
sam e time maintain a degree of 
anonymity. 
I^ t me emphasize that there 
is no shame or stigma in frank 
and open discussion with your 
doctor, your lawyer and your 
religious advisor about such a 
problem. You can be certain 
th at they will respect the 
privacy and confidentiality of 
your situation. 
A rtificial insem ination by 
using the sperm of a healthy 
male, unknown to the recipient, 
has been successfully used for 
more than three decades. The 
success of this method of in­ 
ducing 
pregnancy "has been 
excellent in those cases where 
there is no intrinsic anatomical 
defect in the woman. 


Donors 
are 
carefully 
screened and selected, to be 
certain that there is no history 
of genetic problems or personal 
illness 
that 
would 
affect 
pregnancy or the unborn child. 
Pregnancy begun in this way 
holds no g rea te r physical 
hazard than a normal one. 
There are, however, very 
significant 
em otional 
im­ 
plications 
that 
m ust 
be 
carefully considered before 
embarking on such an im­ 
portant project. 
Artificial insemination can 
sometimes disrupt 
a 
flappy 
home by creating feelings of 
personal inadequacy on the part 
of the husband. There are also 
m any legal im plications of 
paternity that deserve very 
careful consideration. All of 
these should be carefully in­ 
vestigated by you and your 
husband. 
Before taking such an im­ 
portant step, both of you should 
discuss every facet of this 
decision with a psychoanalyst 
or a psychologist. Only then can 
all the emotional ramifications 
of such a complex decision be 
satisfactorily surveyed and 
understood.

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History And Hearsay 
Common Bond 


What have the following in common? 
A braham Lincoln, John Wilkes Booth, Jam es 
William Boyd, Dr. Ray Neff, Brazil and 
Madison, Indiana. All of these add up to a new 
insight into the Lincoln assassination. 
According to new evidence unearthed by 
Dr. Ray Neff, an associate professor at 
Indiana State University at Terra Haute, 
Lincoln’s assissination was in reality a plot to 
kidnap the president until southern demands 
for cotton purchases by the north were met. 
As the Civil War began, southern cotton 
planters w ere in debt to northern bankers for 
more than a quarter billion dollars. Although 
the southern planters controlled the south, 
northern bankers controlled the planters. 
Businessm en are notorious for not letting a 
little thing like a war interfere with trade. 
Lincoln issued perm its for salt pork to be 
shipped from ports like Madison to the 
Southern states while confederate leaders 
allowed cotton to be shipped north for sale to 
union consum ers. After his election to a 
second term , Lincoln revoked all perm its for 
trade between the north and south. This put 
southern cotton agents under pressure to deal 
under the table with northern interests. Two 
friends of Lincoln, for instance, Roswell 
flooded and John W. McGiness, Jr., were 
involved in a $30 billion illegal cotton deal at 
the tim e of Lincoln’s death. 
Dr Neff used modern scientific methods to 
determine his findings. His investigation 
included long overlooked records, archives 
and collections 
in 
such 
diverse 
places 
Indiana, Pennsylvania and W ashington D.C. 
He even analyzed a lock of hum an hair more 
than IOO years old. He is to publish his fin­ 
dings in a new book to be produced this fall by 
Hough ton-Miff Un. 
About 
the 
only 
aspect 
of 
Lincoln’s 
assassination that Neff says is true is the 
actual killing of Lincoln at Ford Theater by 
John Wilkes Booth in 1865. Neff has run down 
docum ents which showed that there were a 
num ber of plots involving Lincoln’s life. 


On The Farm Front 


Neff uncovered a letter written by a 
southern cotton agent which throws som e 
light on the plot to kidnap the president. “ If 
Lincoln were deposed for a fortnight...one 
thing is certain, the President must not be 
harmed.” 
According to Neff, John Wilkes Booth was 
not killed in the burning of that bam at 
Garrett’s farm near Bowling Green, Virginia 
on April 26, 1865. According to the Indiana 
State professor, persons who identified the 
body as John Wilkes Booth had done so im ­ 
properly and admitted this in letters to 
friends and relatives after their examination 
of the body. 
If the body in the burned barn was not 
Booth’s, whose was it? Neff say it was one 
Jam es William Boyd, a confederate, who has 
changed sides during the war and was a 
detective in the National Detective police 
working for Secretary of War, Edwin Stanton. 
The next question then is what happened to 
John Wilkes Booth? Neff has a ready answer. 
In 1867, a property transaction took place in 
Franklin 
County, 
P ennsylvania. 
The 
presiding judge took a deposition from John 
Wilkes Booth which involved the Alleghany 
Railroad. The suit concerned oil properties 
and the court awarded $500 to one John Wilkes 
Booth. 
There is strong evidence, says Dr. Neff that 
the president’s murderer emigrated to India 
where he lived and died under the name John 
B. Wilkes at Bombay in 1883. In his will 
Wilkes or Booth, if you like, left money to an 
old girl friend whose daughter was Mrs. Sam 
Baysinger of Brazil, Indiana. Mrs. Baysinger 
died in 1917, but her daughter, before her 
recent death showed Neff pictures of people 
who knew Booth had survived and described 
her contacts with them. 
It may all seem a little far fetched. But Neff 
seem s to have the documentation to support 
his story and truth is often stranger than 
fiction.

Iodine 131, a radioactive product released by 
hydrogen bomb explosions 
Iodine 131 thrown into the stratosphere by 
a nuclear blast circles the earth, mainly in 
the 
northern 
hemisphere 
Usually

descends gradually, but it can be brought 
down in potentially dangerous am ounts by 
storm s, Noakes said 


“ Up to now we have been lucky. Although 
some farm ers in the Northeast did take 
their cows oft pasture and barn-fed them for 
a few days last fall, we have been spared 


any 
significant 
contam ination. 
Yet, 
the 
lim ited exposure to what could happen has 
dem onstrated that farm ers are expected to 
act to protect the health of the public,” 
Noakes said. 
The answer, Noakes added, is to am end a 
1965 law under which dairy farm ers can get 
federal indemnity paym ents if their milk is 
contam inated — through no fault of their 
own — by pesticides. 
The new proposal would apply in cases 
w here local health officials ask farm ers to

expires this year. The program offers 
paym ents to beekeepers whose bees are killed

Finding Out 


To The Editor: 
The employees of Rush County Department 
of Public Welfare want the public to know that 
they did not receive wages retro active for 
1975 and 1976. The real issue with the County 
Council was that the State Tax Commission 
had appropriated $68,000 for year 1975. The 
County Council would not release these funds 
- they allowed only $59,000 leaving an account 
balance of some $9,000 in 1975. It was not 
necessary to advertise or appropriate an 
additional $68,000 as they did. All that was 
necessary was an amended salary ordinance 
which the County Council steadfastly refused 
to do. The same thing was true in 1976. 
There was a class action suit filed in Marion 
County in 1971 based on the proposition that it 
was illegal to have a pay scale for county 
welfare employees and another for state 
employees who were classed the same on 
merit system . County welfare employees are 
required to take an examination and meet 
educational 
requirements 
determined 
by 
Indiana State Personnel Board. The county is 
reimbursed from state and federal funds for 
*hese wages. In 1975 the county paid only 11.5 


percenl of the salaries of all welfare em­ 
ployees. 
The law suit was appealed to State Supreme 
Court and the decision sent down on Sep­ 
tember 
13, 
1976 
was 
that 
the 
dual 
classification pay plan is illegal. On the old 
minimum the beginning pay for caseworkers 
was $200 per month. This when a college 
education is required and one has to furnish a 
car. Compare this to the starting salary for 
teachers in this county who work only nine 
months of the year. 
The County Council is saying that the 
employees were paid according to the pay 
plan. 
They 
were paid 
more 
than 
this 
minimum of course, but they were not paid 
according 
to the pay scale 
for 
people 
classified the same in other departments. 
In the year 1977 Indiana State Personnel 
Board has said that welfare employees must 
be paid the state pay scale. We are now 
receiving this, but we did want to correct the 
idea that many people thought we received 
quite a large amount of retro active pay.

Yet the law of averages surely would have 
dictated that at least one of the calls be a 
wrong number. 
Secondly, nobody asked him a question the 
right answer to which would have entitled 
him to five free lessons at one of the local 
dance studios. 
I estim ate that 62.9 per cent of the calls I 
get are from people conducing dance studio 
quizzes, making surveys on who needs to 
buy cem etery lots or issuing invitations to 
view a film featuring a proposed new resort 
development. 
And thirdly, nobody asked him what his 
administration 
intended 
to 
do 
a b o u t 
disappearing socks. 
Judging from the mail I have gotten on

Ironically, during the weekend of Carter’s 
two hour ringiedingie it was revealed that 
private enterprise was moving to ameliorate 
the problem without waiting for government 
action. 
As you know, socks sent to the laundry, or 
dumped into the washing machine at home, 
almost never disappear in pairs. A man’s 
supply of hose is system atically decimated 
by the old divide-and-conquer technique. 
The socks become separated as they whirl 
around in the machine and then are picked 
off one by one. 
One legwear company is moving to reduce 
the rate of attrition by introducing the 
buddy system to men’s hose. 
For a slight extra charge, this firm will 
offer m en’s hose that can 
be snapped 
together before being dropped in the dirty 
clothes hamper. 
Theoretically, snapped socks will stay 
mated throughout the entire wash-nnse-spin 
dry cycle and thus escape the fate that 
might have befallen one or the other singly. 
While the company should be commended 
for doing something to alleviate the shocking 
stocking toll, its remedy does not go to the 
root of the trouble. The unknown conditions 
that have made laundry machines unsafe for 
single socks remain. 
More important, the situation points up a 
perhaps fatal weakness in Carter’s effort to 
stay in touch with the people. 
If he m isses the calls for Joe, the sales 
pitches and the missing sock complaints, he 
might as well have an unlisted number.

NEW ORLEANS (UPI) — Since most 
students enrolled in Tulane 
University’s 
Newcomb College come from homes with 
incomes well over $25,000, social problems 
professor Dr. Ed Moore wanted to make 
sure they fully understood the woes of the 
working class. 
Moore assigned his students this semester 
to exist on $1 a day for a week 
“A few weeks ago they might have had 
sympathy with the way much of the working 
class lives, but now they have a feel for 
what 
it’s 
really 
like,” 
said 
Moore, 
an 
associate professor. 
A family of four living on a $6,000-$10,000 a 
year realistically budgets about $1 a day per 
person for food, he said 
Such a family 
would not qualify for food stamps or other 
government assistance, he said, although it 
could eat better than the experimenting 
students 
by 
pooling 
the 
$4 
daily 
food 
allowance. 
Moore s 46 students were assigned to 
spend their $1 a day on food, transportation 
and recreation. He also told them to keep a 
diary describing their experience. 
One sample menu consisted of coffee for 
breakfast, a soda cracker and orange juice 
at noon and an apple with cottage cheese for 
dinner, which totaled 98 cents 
Another 
student .skipped breakfast, lunched on a 
piece of toast and ate a grilled cheese 


sandwich and corn chips for dinner tor a 
total cost of 85 cents. 
Students said 
they 
were 
hungry 
and 
irritable after a day on the $1 diet. As the 
experiment continued, they began to develop 
new attitudes toward the social significance - 
of money. 
k 
“ I never realized that my entire social 
life, relatively speaking, centered around 
eating and drinking," said Debbie Weinfield 
“I felt alienated from my group.” 
Moore said he wanted the students to 
understand the significance of money in 
social participation.

society very much,” hie said. “ It’s not just 
eating, but through being able to go to lunch - 
with someone you talk, meet boyfriends or 
girlfriends.

He told the students they had to buy 
cigarettes from the $1 a day and said they 
could rummage the leftovers in the school 
cafeteria if they wanted Several said they 
did.

stole. No one got caught, thaiiK goodness, or 
I would have lost my job.”

T rem en d o u s domestication in 
the toy i n d u s t r y is w e a n in g 
American c h ild re n away from 
outdoor a c tiv itie s , says a child 
development authority. 
‘‘A p p aren tly , we are planning 
a world w h e r e we live indoors,” 
said Dr. 
B r i a n Sutton-Smith, 
speaking of n e w toys displayed 
at the a n n u a l tra d e fair in New 
York 
City. 
Sutton-Smith 
is 
research c o n s u lta n t to the Toy 
M anu facturers of America a n d 
head of th e g r a d u a te program 
in d e v elo p m en tal psychology a t 
Columbia U n iv e r s ity ’s Teachers 
College. 
He told a 
new s conference 
that toys te n d to reflect society 
as a whole. 
“The in c r e a s i n g complexity 
and in cred ib le acceleration of 
automated, electro n ic toys is an 
on going t r e n d , ” he said 
In r e s p o n s e 
to a question. 
Sutton-Smith acknowledged that 
toys inten d ed for indoor play 
contribute to th e problems of 
overweight a n d under-activity 
suffered 
b y 
m any 
children 
today. 
He also s a i d commercial toys 
based 
on 
television 
show 
characters, fast-food chains and 
food p ro d u c ts put pressure on 
children to b u y certain p r o ­ 
ducts. He a d d e d that children 
whose 
p a r e n t s 
discuss 
the 
co m m ercialism with them a r e 
less likely to b e affected in the 
long run. “ O n ly the very young 
are affected, a n d they are so 
young their p a r e n t s still control 
what they b u y . ” 
He 
said 
adven tu re 
p lay­ 
grounds a n d scouting attempt 
to correct 
t h e 
indoor 
play 
situation, bu t a d d e d thai m ore 
schools 
s h o u ld 
have 
better 
physical e d u c a t i o n programs 
By c o n tr a s t, he said, m any 
19th 
c e n tu r y 
gam es 
were 
terribly 
d a n g e r o u s . 
He 
d e ­ 
scribed one c a l l e d Duckstones, 
in which 
o n e 
player threw 
stones at a t a r g e t while another 
tried to p r e v e n t the stone from 
hitting it. 
Sutton S m ith ad ded that deci­ 
sion making g a m e s are .steadily 
increasing 
“That p r o b a b l y implies that 
we are fin ding children need to 
make m an y 
m o r e choices in 
preparation f o r adult life.” 
He said r e s e a r c h into sex role 
stereotyping in choice of toys 
indicates c h i l d r e n and parents 
remain the m a j o r force Sutton 
Smith q u o t e d stu d ie s of the 
average n u m b e r of toys for 6 
year-olds 
in 
upper 
income 
homes in b o th North Carolina 
and 
New 
Y o r k 
City. 
They 
showed 
b o y s 
h ad 
a 
much 
greater v a r i e t y of toys than 
girls the s a m e a g e . 
Asked w h at th e y played with 
most often, 
g ir ls 
tended 
to 
name d o m e s tic toys, dolls and 
the like, w h ile Ixiys tended to 
reflect what Sutton-Smith calls 
“TV im a g e ry ” a n d playthings 
designed for 
u s e outside the 
home, as th ey h a v e traditional

One to t h r e e - y e a r -olds repre­ 
sent the m i s s i n g area in toy 
research, h e s a i d . 


" I t ’s very difficult for a an 
18-month-old ch ild to be very 
im aginative” if h e h as mostly 
stacking toys o r th e kind that 
fit together, he sa id .
